June 2..Senator Sher-
man, at the Richland county Republican
Convention to-day, being called on for a

speech, responded as follows. After sketch*
log the history of the Republican party

What now are tha question! upon which
the contest this fall *>11 depend T Are we
right on these?

Upon that question we are
united and iucontestibly right "It is the
fundamental National question of the time
which will engross the attention of the
next Congress, and be the pivotal iBsue
upon which -the 1'residential election will
turn. We, as a party, maintain that while
the main object of taxes on imported
goods is to furnish revenue for the support
of the Government, yet that in levying
t'lem special care should be tuken to foeter,
build up and protect such manufactures,
agriculture, or production, as are suited to
our climate and the habits of our people,
withaview to secure to our artizana fair
mgee for a good day's labor, tot our farm¬
ers a home market (or their productions,
and to our country strength, wealth and
independence. This is the chosen position
of the Republican party, and npun it we
invite a contest with our Democratic
friends, whenever, if ever they make up
their minds upon the subject.
The other question is: Shall the sale of

apirituous and malt liquors be free and
untaxed in Ohio? Or shall it pay in taxes
BOine portion of the expensee caused by
the traffic for the maintenance ol our

courts, poor houses and local police, and
for the loss it entails upon the victims of
a diseased appetite and upon their wives
and children? The Republican Legislature
has embodied their view# of what is right
and just in what is called "the Scott law.'

Not by iut defects or imperfections, if any,
for tbey can easily be corrected, but upon
the principles contained in it.upon the
justice of th» taxes it impoBea. (It declares
that an annual tax of two hundred dollars
shall be imposed upon all persons who
sell spirituous liquors in Ohio and one

hundred dollars on all who Bell malt
liquors. Is this a wise and,just measure?
I believe it is. A tax on the aale of liquors
now exists in nearly every Slate ol the
Union, and io some Slates at a rate far
higher than the rate proposed. There
is not a country in Europe, oT in reglous
anywhere called civilised, where noine
form of taxation is not levied npon the
uie of liquors. In London, rsria
and Berlin, and in mo»t of the cities
of the no-called centers of civilisi-
tion the chief sources of revenue for local
purposes is the tax on the sale of sp»its,
wineund beer.' Iu Ohio, almost alone of
the Slates of the Union, owing to the faulty
provisions of our State Constitution, the
rale of liqnor i. untaxed, and Is aa free as

the sale ol bread. Ia it so: that the people
of Ohio are less careful of good order and
temperance than the people of slater States
or the great cities of Europe? We would
all resentnuch an accusation if made. The
truth is, that the anomaloui position of this
question in Ohio grows ont of the fact that
a large proportion of the people of Ohio are

so much opposed to liquor selling that they
won't recognize the traffic, byr faxing it.
Bat experience shows that a wise to* law
will restrain, to a certain extent, th* evils
of indiscrimination and universal traffic in

spirits, will yield also a fruitful revenue,
and not prevent the-passage of any other
wise temperance law which, in public
opinion, is consistent with the personal
liberty of the citizen. Therefore, Republi¬
cans favor the Scott Law.
They mean to enforce it. They are opposed
to its repeal. They irivite' our Democratic
friends to meet ua manfully on this isaue,
and take the judgment of the people upon
it.

MOEMOII IW THE SOUTH.

Oparnllounof MiNBloimrloNin North Car¬
ol Iun.Trouble A limit.

.Charlottx, N. (}., June 12..Tho progress
of Mormonism in North Carolina is causing
much alarm, lu the rural districts remote
from the towns, wily missionaries are at
work seducing the ignorant into their
meshee; in Gaston and Rutherford counties
especially is the work being carried on.

There is a band of seventeeu Mormon mis-1
sionaries scattered around this section, who
keep up no public intercpuree, but meet
quietly and compare notes'of progress, and
give each other points. Their principal
method is to trBtup through the country;
and call at the houses for a drink of water.
If ihey find at home a woman whose weak¬
ness they think they can impose on,
they strike up a conversation, and gradu¬
ally turn it into a channel they want,
and appoint a meeting in the neighbor¬
hood, inviting ooly ttioee who they think
will be easy subjects of conversion. Once
at the meetings morbid feelings and curl
osity lead them on, until the work is done.
Before beiug admitted they are baptized
by immersion, and this fact finds sueceas
with votaries of Baptist tendencies. Their
baptisms tire in the night time, and their
dupes are required to be iu a state of nu¬

dity.
Half a dozen counties adjoining Ruther¬

ford are special fields of these impostors.
Among the more prominent of these
preachers are William Dorland and Jabez
BrentWfll. ^They have converted thirty-
Beven, fifteen of whom they have already
sent to Utah. Not long since two apoetlee,
passing a field in which were two white
women plowing, hailed them, had a short
converaation, and within half an hour
took them to a pond near by aud bap¬
tized them, when they returned to their
plowing, and next day were on their way
to Utah.' This but shows how easily these
creatures are duped, aud as the field of op¬
erations is being continually enlarged, a

great proportion of the people being of the
poorer class, the question is becoming one
of grave interest, which the Legislature
will be called upon to settle. Toe immi¬
gration to Utah does not represent the full
extent of the evil done. Whole communi¬
ties give up other Churcli religions, and
become what may be called semi Mormon,
laying thegrouud work for more pronounc¬
ed Mormonism hereafter. It is this demor¬
alized element which rumainsat home, from
whom the trouble will come. The Journal
and Obterwr, the leading paper of the
State, says on this subject this mortiBBg:

"It Jh a sliame to our civilization that
such things are permitted in our midst,
and muaiouaries are needed. The sort ol

missionary, however, -and one to suit the
case best, is in the household of nearly
every man in the country, or it can be
procured at any hardware store. It is a

shot gun. Introduce a few of these priests
to this missionary, and our country will
soon be effectually rid of them."

The fourth paragraph
cautions applicants against using figures,
except in giving dates, and the third para*
Kraph after that contains a sentence, which
in two lines has live violations of this very
direction. It even makes a misquotation
liom the Civil Service act. The directions
do not follow the same rules throughout
the report as to the use of capital letters.

Railway
keepatwo engines busy running cars to
the various mines around here and the
"shifters," aa they are called, at their best
can't keep up with the demand. The out¬

put therefore, haa to be regulated by the
means ol transportation, and not by the
demand. The demand for this coal is
daily growing. I find a good number ol
l>6nusvlvsnians down here, and this after¬
noon 1 asked one, who formerly lived in
the heart ol the coal region in that State,
hie opinion aa to the quality of the two
coalf; his answer was characteristic-: "They
think they have the best; we think
we are ahead. It ia only a question ol
time, though, till the superiority of oureia
acknowledged."

Till KANAWHA MINING CO.

This morning I visited the mine ot. the
Kanawha Mining Co. and found what ia
claimed to be the cleanest and best coal
shipped Irora this valley. The company
bases its claim to this prominence on the
laut that its coal brings the highest price
of any Kanawha coal in the market Mr.
W. A. Truslow, of Charleston, is the
President of the company and Mr. G. 1..
Drouillord the General Superintendent.
The mine is a young one, having shipped
the first coal only fourteen months ago.
Tbev have four feetol clean coal, free from
sulphur, elato or other impurities,, and
nowhere through the mine could I see the
least trace ol any. In appearance and
properties it very closely approaches tllb
Voughiogheny coal. Their incline ie about
000 feet ion)), aud one ol the steepeHt on

the river. With an output, all kinds told,
of 7,000 busheis a dav, they are not able
to supply the demand. Their market Is
iiast and West, by river or rail. The C. &
O. engines all coal here, the engineers
stating that the coal ia the best lor steam
purposes they have ever used. The vein
Becm8tobe local, and at present is only
worked by one opening. Mr. Love, though,
is pushing another entry to daylight, and
expects soon to build a tramway around
the side of tho mountain, lie thinks tbe
company has one of the tlaest properties
on the river.

Mr. Drouillard in answer to questions,
stated that their coking vein was good, but
it may be years before it is worked. All
up the mountain below the "Flint Ledge"
and above, they have line seams of coal-
one ol twelve to fourteen feet in thickness.

The latter
company is one of the largest milling firms
in tne State, employing at all seasons of
the year nearly 100 men, and at times
many more. The company operates a .flour-
ing, saw, sash and door and planing mill.
Their products find a ready sale in all
parts of the State and in Eastern Ohio. The
capacity of the flouring mill is seventy-five
barrels pei day, most of which jjoes East,
The sawmill cuts from 25,000 to 35,000 leet
of lumber per dsy.

All
day yesterday he was particularly morose,
but refused to give any reason for his be¬
havior to his fellow workmen in the mill
where tie was employed. Last (tvening he
left his boarding bouse at 1544 North Sixth
street and walked to Delaware avenue.

THE STATE OF TRADE.
NO IMPROVEMENT IN BUSINESS.

Tho Kffactortb* Bid Wntktr lid Ui Kxpietod
Strike «r tk§ Iroi W«rkir*-R« Ckaigo la Ui

Iroa Sarkot.Paraaeta Blows Oat-.to
Haw Fatirii la tko Wool Trado.

New York, June 2..Special telegrams
from the principal business centers of the
United States to BradtireeCt reveal no ma¬

terial improvement in the business situa¬
tion since last week. The distributive
movement has been retarded by wet and
cold weather in the lower lake regions and
in States west and northwest. The expec¬
tation of an iron mill strike also exerted an

unfavorable effect on trade, and, to judge
from special telegrams received from west¬
ern iron centres, the news of the abandon¬
ment of their position by the Pittsburgh
mill owners, is not looked upon further
west as favorably as might be expected.
The May cotton report to BradtlretCi
shows that up to May 18th the weath¬
er for the season had been only fair.
Dispatches to date do not show a gen¬
eral improvement The acreage for 1883,
as indicated by the reports, is 10,120,000
acres. The stand of cotton is reported fair
to good. Cotton at New York has declined
to 10J cents. Wheat has been higher, has
declined and latterly has risen again. The
last move was caused by the Chicago bull
clique and their New York and St. Louis
backers, who wire assisted by the doubts
existing us to the extent of damage done
by the cold and wet weather at the West.
Corn has been higher, and is firmly held.
Beports are current of some that has been
planted having rotted, owing to the pro¬
longed wet weather. Provisions have been
in no soecial demand for legitimate uses.
The market has fluctuated dailv duiing
the week, with a net decline to date. A
few large speculators have control of
stocks, and transactions are therefore re¬
stricted.

IKON.

There is no special change in the pig
iron market About 35 furnaces have
blown out along the line of the Reading
railroad, and within the next ten days
some 15or'l8 in the Lehigh valley will do
likewise. These comprise all that are now

known to have bad an intention to close
out within the immediate future. There
are no signs of an improvement in Ameri¬
can pig at au early day, aud the trade now
looks ahead to a hoped-for revival in gen¬
eral trade in the late summer or early fall
which shall make its influence felt on the
iron trade ns wellasother lines of industry.
Prices remain unchanged. Arrivals of
Scotch pig during the week have been very
light, in part on account of a steamer from
Glasgow being past due. The total will
not be over 600 or 700 tons, and the sales
to arrive have been rather under than over
those figures. Prices for Scotch are also
unchanged, on the basis ot Kgliutou at
$20 50a2l. This shows that prices of the
better grades of Scotch iron still continue
relatively higher than those of correspond¬
ing American brands. Bar iron has been
firmer at 2 20a2 30c. This baa been in part
on account of tiie expected strike of West¬
ern iron miUs, which it is now learned is
not to take.place. Steel rails continue firm
at $38*40 at the mill for standard weight
rails. Nails are firm and in fair demand
at unchanged rates. Most of the varieties
of manufactured iron are dull and not in
special request.

WOOL.

Boston, June 2..The Advc/tinr in its
weekly review of the wool market says:
There is an absence o1 any new and im¬
portant feature to the situation, woolen
goods evidently going very slowly and
holding the key to the same. In the inte*
or, aa a role, wools are arriving more freely,
accumulations are larger than a week ago.
and farmers and others are holding above
the views of buyers. It has happened very
generally thus far,.this season that the
opening prices have been the highest;
hence somo of the holders are holding for
the high prices.

In 'lexus, at Waco, the farmers ara hold¬
ing lor 25c., and a f«w small lots could be
bought for less, but there is very little
doing in any (section. Most of those out
th*re are after consignments, and tome

Philadelphia houses have been advancing
ireely. In Montana the business is very
light, and moat of the wool will have to be
cousigned unless the farmers ure willing to
drop prices, lu Michigan the season is so

backward that shearing has not yet begun.
The California market remains very .dull,
but prices are firmly held. In Los Angelos
the country is gradually going from sheep
raising into vineyardp, aud many of the
sheep there have been sold to go to Texas,
Shearing in the North has hardiy com-,
meneed, and/only a few new Northern
wools have yet arrived in San Franclfco.
Iu Ohio some of the earl}-sheared wool

has been Bold in small lota at 80c., but not
enough to make a market. There is talk
that Hume of thegrowers will stand out for
40 cents for their wool, but others report
tnat farmers aretalking not over 30 cents,
aud there wilibe competition to sell at
that. Wishing has commenced. In Vir¬
ginia some of toe ooatser wool sheep have
been sheared, but the liner wools have not
been. Buyers out there havo been pay-
log 26a27c. for good clips, and 25c. for some
of the low clips, iu Kansas there has
been nothing doing. In Colorado growers
are offering their'wools 'at 18c., but.that is
above the views of buyers.

, Oakland, Md., Juue 2..The papers
nccetsary for the extradition from Virginia
of John Smith, colored, who killed Josiah
Harding, have been tndde out, and Sheriff
Jamison will himself bring the prisoner on

here.. Precautions have been taken against
lynching. In the centre of the j ill is an

iron cage, the door 6f which fastens by a

combination lock, as well as by an ordinary
padlock* The Sheriffsays he will nut Smith
in bis cage; antl if necessary will, in tiaue
cf attack, turn the combination lock The
threats of lynching are said to have been
made priucipaliy by the colored railroad
laborers near the scene of the murder.
The antecedents of the parties to the

tragedy have removed some of the interest
which would otherwise have been taken in
the affair. Josiah Harding/the murdered
man was about 50 yeard of age, a ahoo*
maker by trade, anajived shout 18 miles
from here, on the line of the West Vir¬
ginia Central and Pittsburgh Railroad.
Something over a year ago he, while living
near this place, was charged with the
forgery of a oheok in the name of Henry
ti. Davis. He had a preHmiuary hearing
and was committed for his apperance at
court. He tunneled his way out of jail
With a shovel and poker, taking
another prisoner' with him. From
that time nothing was ever heard of
bim until the news of the murder reached
here. He was a native of this county and
belonged near Accident. He was at one
time, it is said, confined in the penitentiary
at Moundaville, \V. Vs., and escaped before
his sentence was out. His wife is a some¬

what older woman, bflna formerly a Mias
Harriet Wilburn, though a widow when
Harding married her. They had two sons

and two daughters. A son of 16 years and
the little girl, with the mother, and another
woman witness, are held as witnesses in
the jail here. Mrs Harding is small, with

gray hair and not at all attractive in ap¬
pearance. The little girl if the most im¬
portant witness, having Been the whole
tragedy. Mrs. Harding was at first arrested
on a dim suspicion of being accessory to
the act. but this charge was dropped.
Smith, the murderer, is about 38 or 40

years old, about Ave feet ten inches high
and weighs 180 pounds. He is copper
colored, and altogether a fins looking man.
He is from Washington, and though ne has
boasted of the number of times he was
wounded during the war and of having
killed a policeman in Washington, it is
looked upon as merebragga-locio. He was
foreman of a gang of laborers on the West
Virginia Central & Pittsburgh Kailroad.

lie BefuseN to Nltcu X'ny Warrant* for
OlUcera of Mate luBlltailouit.

Boston, Mass., June 2..-Governor Butler
having refused to sign the warrants for the
payment of the monthly pay roll of the
various State institutions under the charge
of the State Board of Health, ex-Governor
Talbott, of the board, has addressed a long
letter to the Govornor, reinforced by the
opinion of ex Governor Gaston, to the
effect that the officers appointed by the
board are not required to take the oath of
office, as claimed by the Governor. Tal-
bott's letter is a very strong one, and calls
the Governor's attention to the fact that
large numbers of dependant employes,
some of them women, nave their pav
withheld, and are needy creditors of
the Commonwealth, whose claims the
State ia bound by law to respect
The Board is unable to say if the Gov¬
ernor's action is based on the advice of his
counsel, or is the result of his own judg¬
ment, and also wishes to ascertain whether
his action is based on the form or the sub¬
stance of the claims in question. The
Board holds that the Governor has no right
to withhold his approval of the claim due
an appointee of the Board, and the letter
hints that legal prosecution may be neces¬

sary to enforce these claims. The letter
says the authority and discretion of tire
Executive is a proper and wholesome sub¬
ject for every citizen to discuss, and the
.illusion to it in the letter must not be
taken as discourteous. The letter adds
that the legality of Sanborn's appointment
as Inspector is not dependent upon Butler's
sanction, and the Board must treat such
officers as duly appointed and qualified,
and entitled to compensation.

A FATA I. MINTAKK.

ID. S. Marshal and Powe Kill Ihrw
Children for Desperadoes.

Sr. Louis, Mo.f June 3..The. following
story comes from Indian Territory: A
terrible piece of criminal recklessness on
the part of a United States'Marshal which
resulted in the killing of three children
has just come to light Some three weeks
since Deputy Marshal Meershon with a

posse were looking for a couple of
Indian murderers in the Chickasaw
"Nation near Red IJiver. They were sup¬
posed to be at a certain house, and just be¬
fore daylight the officers surrounded the
place. The woman of the house with two
children aged 12 and 10 were sleeping out
under the trees on account of the heat and
the third child, 9 years old was

sleeping in the house. The Mar¬
shal on riding up woke them
and they, supposing some drunken Indi¬
ans were carousing near, ran for the heuse
to barricade the door. The Marshal, withf
out waiting for a closer investigation to see
whether they were the parties wanted,
opened fire, killing both children and
wounding the' woman. They then
rushed into the house and seeing the
other boy lyiug there in the dim light shot
and killed him also. On discovering their
mistake they left and reported that they
had killed three desperadoes, but these
facts have just come out. The Chickaaaws
are greatly excited over it and are de¬
termined to aift the matter to the bottom.

Tobacco Mcbale Claims.
Washington, June 2 .Thirteen rebate

sobedules, containing 1,351 claims, .and
aggregating $162,000, have been received at
the Treasury Department to date. As
there are 120 districts, each of which will
have at least two schedules.one for dealers
and one for manufacturers.there will be
251 schedules in all. Those received so far
show an average of $100 to each claimant,
which if followed out in all that are yet to
come, will make the total rebate claim
amount to two millions and a half. More
than half of this, however, will be manu¬
facturers' claims, which is to be paid in
stamps, leaving about $1,000,000 in dealers'
claims, for the payment of which Congress
will be asked U» provide.

Reading, Pa., June 3..The, priced
iron ore at a number of mines has fallen,
in sympathy With the decline in pig.
